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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07/1 2/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues that lead frames are not the thin sheets of metal that are 
discussed In the '362 patent. The examiner does not agree. The '362 patent to Lin col. 

2. lines 33-54 discloses several methods to form the pattern of conductive traces in 
which at least one is the same as instant specification col. 1, line 23 which is "by 
etching". Further, the passage "a pattern of traces is formed from a thin sheet of metal" 
of "yet another embodiment" of Lin's col. 1, line 51 describes a lead frames as known in 
the art. Furthermore, applicant argues "nothing in either of the references would 
motivate a person of ordinary skill in the art to utilize a lead frame in the process 
described by Lin". Applicant is directed to Ogawa et al.'s col. 1, lines 13-17 wherein "a 
lead frame for use in a semiconductor package is made by punching with a pressing 
machine or bv etching of a plate material composed of a copper alloy or an iron alloy" 
which is not different with instant specification's col. 1 , line 23 and not different from the 
'362 patent to Lin. 

3. Therefore, the rejections are maintained as in the previous office action mailed 
06/29/2006.
